under more pressure from 
condominium owners to re- 
duce their tax burden in 
future years. 

About 45 people turned up 
ata meeting last Sunday 
night designed to take the 
fight to the town on the 
issue. 

The meeting was held at 
the Grandin Village Recrea- 
tion Centre spearheaded by 
chairman of the Grandin 
Condominium Board Gerry 
Moran. 

Mr. Moran claimed that 
St. Albert was getting $% 
million more than it should 
from condominium owners 
and said *‘We do not want to 
subsidize single family dwel- 
lings (in St. Albert).”’ 

He claimed that people 
living in condominiums in 
other communities got a split 
mill rate and the Grandin 
Condominium Board was 
now going to educate other 
condominium owners about a 
more even tax contribution to 
St. Albert. 

A spokesman for the Town 
of St. Albert pointed out that 
condominium owners were 
not treated any different 
from single family dwelling 
owners. There was the same 
mill rate for both. 

Mr. Moran said there were 
about 430 condominium units 
in St. Albert and the upshot 
of the meeting last Sunday 
night was that owners should 
be educated into a new 
approach towards town 
council on their tax issue. 

Mr. Moran said he pays up 
to $600 taxes a year to the 
town and for less services 
than the average single 
family unit. Mr. Moran 
explained that the 209 
condominium units at Gran- 
din Village 1 were bringing 
in the town $70,000 more 
than say 66 single family 
units would in the 17.5 acre 


spor. 
Mr. Moran hopes there 


will be another meeting with 
Si. Albert condominium ow- 
ners next month followed by 
a public forum with town 
council,

Starting February Ist, 
RCMP in St. Albert will show 
no mercy for people driving 
motor vehicles with faulty 
equipment. 

St. Albert's local consta- 
bulary is calling it Operation 
Crackdown. Through the 
media, the RCMP is giving 
local townsfolk ample warn- 
ing to fix those burned out 
headlights before the police 
start ticketing offenders. 

While faulty equipment is 
going to come under close 
police scrutiny, other offen- 
ces are going to be given 
special attention as well. 

Not only will drinking 
drivers come under the 
watchful eye of the law, but 
lesser offences, such as 
failing to signal lane chang- 
es, also will be checked. 

It's a hard line approach to 
traffic safety and no warn- 
ings will be issued by the 


Sgt. George Siemens of 
the St. Albert RCMP high- 
way patrol said people are 
not heeding warnings and 
thus no second chances will 
be given during operation 
Crackdown. 

‘*We've noticed a con- 
siderable increase in the 
number of motor vehicles 
travelling in the St. Albert 
area that have faulty equip- 
ment,’’ said Sgt. Siemens. 

He said a large number of 
accidents have occurred in- 
volving vehicles with faulty 
equipment and added that 
people appear unwilling to 
make the necessary repairs. 

“The objective of the pro- 
gram is to reduce accidents 
and save lives,”’ said Sgt.

Suggestions on 
recreation needs 


Following are some com- 
ments I have with respect to 
the rejection of the proposed 
recreation complex. 

All through the planning 
stages I had the distinct 
feeling that the type of 
complex and location were 
decided in advance. During 
community meetings and 
newspaper editorials, many 
opinions pointed toward diff- 
erent locations and alterna- 
tive types of facilities. The 
Town Council and Recreation 
Board seemed to ignore any 
of this contrary input. When 
I wrote an earlier critical 
letter I had an awful lot of 
calls from concerned citi- 
zens. Eventually a group of 
concerned citizens petitioned 
to force this election, which 
certainly showed council 
community opinion. If town 
officials were able to read 
community opinion perhaps 
this election could have been 
avoided and a lot of time and 
money saved. A tremendous 
amount of opinion was in 
favor of attaching the pool to 
Paul Kane. The school 
boards were in favor, and a 
great many people with 
recreation and physical edu- 
cation backgrounds suppor- 
ted this principle because 
experience has shown them 
the value of a school - 
community based pool. With 
six schools within walking 
distance, no more ideal 
situation could be found. A 
great many citizens who 
contacted me by phone also 
favored this concept. Why 
then were these trends 


ignored by council? 

The current trend seems to 
be split facilities spread 
throughout the community. 
As St. Albert has three 
natural geographic areas, 
planning should concentrate 
on supplying some facilities 
to each of these areas. A 
possible plan would be to 
develop a modular building 
and build parts of a total 
complex in each of the areas. 
By doing this each of the 
three areas, would receive 
some facilities; the whole of 
St. Albert would receive 
several facilities; and when 
finances were available, mo- 
re facilities could eventually 
be added to each area to 
complete the module giving 
each area a_ recreation 


centre. This perhaps could. 


be completed without ignor- 
ing the total recreation 
picture in St. Albert. 

When a community such 
as ours is planning to spend 
such an enormous amount of 
money on facilities perhaps 
more effort should be spent 
in finding out what the 
community really thinks. 
Perhaps conventional means 
are no longer adequate. I 
truly hope that because our 
elected officials had their 
fingers slapped, they will not 
hesitate to dig in, find out 
what people want, and 
immediately proceed toward 
that end. Perhaps if it is done 
right, much time and energy 
will be saved.

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Curriculum should 
stress important skills 


In this week’s Gazette, 
there was a questionnaire 
regarding education. It 
seems to me that over the 
last decade or so, the 
schools’ curriculums have 
been getting more and more 
abstract and less and less 
oriented to the real life needs 
of the children they are 
teaching. Personally, I feel 
that they can add in as many 
options as the budget can 
stand but there are two very, 
very important skills that I do 
not believe the schools are 
emphasizing nearly enough. 
They are: 

1. to read; to do it well and 
to like it; to be challenged by 
a thick book rather than 
turned-off, and 

2. to be able to express 
oneself, both in writing and 
in person (to just one person 
or to many in a formalized 
situation). 

These skills, well-learned, 
will provide any person with 
the means to develop their 


potential to the fullest. These - 


skills, not learned or de- 
veloped only to the minimum 
level which a high school 
diploma requires, could be 
the cause of possible great 
talent totally wasted. With- 
out the ability to read well, a 
person will have only his own 
experience and the exper- 
ience of the very few people 
he will come to know during 
his lifetime to draw upon. 
With this skill, he has the 
knowledge of the world at his 
fingertips. Without the abil- 


ity to express himself, no one 
will ever realize the genius 
that might lurk within. A 
revolutionary idea ... an 


all-encompassing theory ... a 


born leader ... What good 
are they if this person lacks 
today’s skills in communi- 
cating? And in a great many 
situations and especially in 
secondary education, he 
must rely very heavily upon 
written communication, a 
rare skill in high school 
graduates as many statistics 
on the semi-illiteracy of 
first-year university students 
will indicate. 

I would also like to add 
that only a small percentage 
of geniuses (financial wiz- 
ards, Einsteins, etc.) do well 
in school. Schools must be 
oriented to these people as 
well as to the very slow for 
90% (my own figure) of the 
worlu’s intellectual wealth 
are provided by them and the 
only things which they will 
require other than them- 
selves is the ability to read 
‘and the ability to express 
themselves. They do not 
even have to know how to 
add two and two for, after 
reading the directions and 
for less than $20, they can 
purchase any adding mach- 
ine which can tell them the 
answer to problems which 
take years for them to learn 
in school.

After learning that the

The first health units came 
into existence in the Foothills 
and Red Deer rural areas in 
1931 with the objective of 
giving rural residents similar 
services to those offered in 
the cities, They have grown 
steadily since in munici- 
palities and independent 
districts throughout the’ pro- 
vince, with Fort McMurray 
Unit the most recent addi- 
fan 

At present the Asso- 
ciation is looking into terms 
of reference to provide for 
planning in the various disci- 
plines of public health, such 
as nursing, dental programs, 
communicable diseases, en- 
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vironmental matters, public 
health inspection, speech 
therapy, pre-natal and baby 
care, school checkups and 
home care.

Old mill earmarked 
for historic site 


status 


The remains of one of 
the first mills in Alberta 
about a mile south of Bon 
Accord on the Sturgeon River 
may be designated a re- 
gisicred historic site. 

There's not much left on 
the mill now, built by the 
Lamoureux brothers and the 
Si. Albert Mission in 1878. 
You can see part of the dam, 
ihe floor timbering of one of 
he buildings, cellar pits 
where buildings had been, 
and the outside edge of the 
floor timbering. 

Part of the site of the mill, 
which was used as a grist 
mill and also a saw mill, is 
now being eroded by the

Sturgeon River. During the 
iime the mill was being 
operated, it was known as 
the **Moulin de St. Crist- 
ophe.”’ 

The mill was destroyed by 
fire in 1889, 

li had considerable effect 
on the settlement of the 
Edmonton area and this is 
one of the main reasons why 
Minister of Culture Horst 
Schmid intends to have it 
designated as a historic site. 

Owner of the site Lee 
Potter has been informed 
that up to $5,000 is available 
annually to cover one half the 
cost of the restoration. 


Morinville rail link 


The Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission told 
the federal commission on 
grain handling and trans- 
portation last week it be- 
lieves the existing Athabasca 
subdivision rail network ser- 
ves an important local 
purpose and recommended it 
be retained and guaranteed 
until the year 2000.
